REBEL BANDS SIGHTED 
BY AMERICAN AIRMEN 


Reinforcements on Way to 
the Garrison at Ocotal, 
Scene of Battle. 


Managua, Nicaragua, July 20 (A-P.). 
Airplanes returning from Ocotal re- 
port a few bands of rebels under San- 
dino now at Chilpote hill, near Quilali. 
Air patrols returning yesterday reported 
@ concentration of rebel forces at Tel- 
phaneca, El Jicaro and other places to 
the southeast of Ocotal. 

A message signed by Sandino and 
sent the day after the battle between 
Sandino’s forces and United States 
Marines and Nicaraguan constabulary 
at Ocotal was intercepted by a tele- 
graph operator at San Fernando. 

It reads: 

“To all authorities, civil and military. 
Why the Ocotal combat took place: 

“First, to show that we continue 
protesting and defending the consti- 
tutionality of Dr. Juan Sacasa (former 
liberal president). 

“Second, to disabuse the idea of 
those who believe we are bandits. 


Prefer Death to Slavery. 


“Third, to prove that we prefer death 
to slavery, for the peace secured by 
Moncada is not the peace that can give 
liberty to men, but peace that puts a 
man under the domination of others. 

“Whoever believe we are downcast 
by the heavy casualties, misjudge my 
army, for today we are more impatient 
than ever to seek out the traitors of 
our country, determined to die if we 
can not secure complete liberty for all 
men. 

“I wish to say that the only one re- 
sponsible for what has happened here 
is the president of the United States, 
Calvin Coolidge, who has supported 
Adolfo Diaz.” 

Another message addressed to San- 
dino’s wife was also picked up, read- 
ing, “Although they believe me weak, 
I shall soon occupy the Tiscapa Fort- 
ress.” . 

Tiscapa Controls Capital. 


Tiscapa Fort is on a hill at the edge 
of Managua and controls the city. It 
now is occupied by Marines. It is 
generally admitted that whoever holds 
Tiscapa controls the country. 

The garrison at Ocotal will be rein- 
forced almost immediately, as forces 
under Maj. Floyd are nearing Ocotal. 
Maj. Ross E. Rowell, in command of 
the aviation squadron, has sent to Oco- 
tal by air a small fieldpiece and several 
machine guns. — 

Maj. Rowell, who. has been recom- 
mended for the Distinguished Service 
Medal, has his airmen making recon- 
naissances regularly. His own plane 
bears the mark of 44 bullets. Rowell 
says the greatest thrill of his life was 
when his five planes reached Ocotal

De la Selva Helped Start 
U. §S. Boycott, Is Charge 


Nicaraguan Delegate Was One of Organizers of Union 
That Attempted to Bar American Goods in 
Mexico, Wilbur Bates Tells Kellogg. 


Information is filtering into the State 
Department respecting the past activ- 
ities of Solomon de la Selva, so-called 
Nicaraguan delegate to the fifth con- 
gress of the Pan-American Federation 
of Labor now In session here. Not only 
is De la Selva one of the cleverest anti- 
American agitators, who has operated 
in Mexico in support of the Calles re- 
gime, according to reports reaching 
here, but he was one of the organizers 
of the so-called “Union of the Peoples 
of Central and South America and the 
Antilles,” which attempted to start a 
boycott of American goods in Mexico. 

The Calles-Morones plan of stirring 
up sentiment against the United States 
in South and Oentral American coun- 
tries apparently has colncided with the 
efforts of the agitators, including De la 
Selva. The latter’s resolution, con- 
demning the presence of American Ma- 
rines in Nicaragua, is in direct har- 
mony with this Calles-Morones plan. 

Wilbur Bates, who has written exten- 
sively on Mexiean subjects for years, has 
sent the following letter to Secretary of 
State Kellogg: 

“Dear Mr. Secretary: I noticed in 
The Washington Post dated Wednes- 
day, the 20th inst., but on sale on the 
Streets tonight, in an article by Mr. 
Albert W. Fox, that the name of Solo- 
mon de la Selva is mentioned in con- 
nection with Luis N. Morones, the 
minister of industry, comme-ce and 
labor in the Calles government, who is 
here in connection with the conven- 
tion of the Pan-American Federation 
of Labor. 

“The statement made that Senor de 
la Selva has been in Calles’ employ as 
& propagandist is true. He is one of 
the ringleaders, with his brother and 
communistic leaders from Peru, Vene- 
zuela and Cuba, who organized in 
Mexico City several months ago a so0- 
called union which they designated 
‘The Union of the Peoples of Central 
end South America and the Antilles.’ 
This ‘union’ consisted of six men, all 
supported by Calles. This group held 
several meetings in a theater in Mex- 
ico City in which the speech-making 
was devoted exclusively to condemning 


the policies of the United States Gov- 
ernment in connection with . Mexico 
and Nicaragua. 

“It was this group that issued the 
so-called boycott against American 
manufactured products. This was 
done in the form of a very large 
printed sheet in which numberless 
specific articies were mentioned as of 
American manufacture. This boycott 
was simply printed on very coarse paper 
and was signed “The Union of Central 
and South America and the Antilles,” 
with a rubber stamp. The process of 
proclaiming this boycott was simply to 
place this sheet in plain envelopes 
and distribute them unaddressed 
through the post boxes in the Mexico 
City post offices. Of course the Mexi- 
can newspapers took up this matter 
and printed great display stories in re- 
gard to the “boycott that had been de- 
clared against American products.” 
These stories were sent here by tele- 
graph and were given a great display 
in the American press, especially in 
the New York Times and the Herald- 
Tribune.

He would not hazard a guess as to 
the size of this fund, but will have 
an estimate ready for the Congress. He 
does not look for any dilly-dallying or 
bickering on the part of Congress, 
though, as it has been his observation 
in the past that it always has re- 
sponded to emergencies. 

Mr. Hoover told the President that it

DENTAL RESEARCH, 


The American Dental Association is laying 
plans for a broad program of dental research 
to be carried on in conjunction with the 
United States Public Health Service. Accord- 
ing to tentative plans, an effort will be made 
to obtain an appropriation of $25,000 with 
which to inaugurate the work, the Public 
Health Service having no funds at the present 
time with which to proceed. It is hoped that 
the appropriation will be granted so that the 
program may be undertaken early next year. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent to the 
medical profession that teeth are of extreme 
importance in general health. A far from 
small proportion of human ills and aches 
arises in infected oral regions. Sound teeth 
are good insurance. Care of the mouth pre- 
vents disease and sickness. Nevertheless, the 
average American neglects his teeth, in the 
belief that until they begin to pain nothing 
is wrong with them. 

The dental research to be carried on by the 
Public Health Service should consider ways 


sand means to impress upon the public at large 


the necessity and desirability of paying regu- 
lar visits to the dentist. Those who already 
are in this habit reap large dividends in heatlh 
and efficiency, and it would be a fine thing 
for the country if those who neglect 
teeth could be brought to realize the risks 
they run.

A NEW JERSEY CASE. 


The necessity that the law shall keep pace 
with science has just been emphasized in a 
novel action brought Jersey. Suit 
hasbeen filed by a woman previously employed 
in painting luminous dials on watches. The 
substance used contained a minute quantity of 
radium. She says that she was not warned 
of its dangers. She became ill, but there was 
extreme difficulty in diagnosing her ailment, 
so that it was several years before she knew 
positively what had affected her. Due to the 
fact that suit was not filed until more than 
two years after she was taken sick, the de- 
fendant corporation pleaded the statute of 
limitations. The plaintiff asks that in this 
case the statute be set aside. 

There appears to be, among physicians, 
agreement that radium may cause an almost 
uncontrollable disease of the bone tissue. It 
is also held that this affliction may not develop 
until years after the victim has come in con- 
tact with the substance. The condition set 
up by radium necessitates a series of opera- 
tions, with only a slight possibility that the 
ravages of disease can be checked. The very 
limited period covered by the statute of limi- 
tation sets up a technical defense against a 
responsibility that is very apparent.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. A. EVANS 


RECIPES FOR RELIEF FROM INSECT | 
BITES 


R. A. C. ROXBURGH supplies us 
with a considerable number of 
recipes for relief from insect 
bites, as well as for insect repellents 
The old theory was that mosquitoes 
injected some saliva into their bite, | 
and that this was responsible for the | 
itching and inflammation. Nuttall was | 
unable to find any chemical poison in | 
mosquito saliva. Schaudin said mos- | 
Quitoes injected some yeast into the | 
bite, yeast cells thet just happened to | 
be in the sucking tube. If the insect | 
was not disturbed while she fed, she| 
would end by sucking out all this yeast | 
and no irritation followed. If she was| 
disturbed, she left it in the wound. | 
Therefore, driving off the feeding mos- | 
quito as a general rule is the wrong 
policy. 


To soothe mosquito bites, rub on a 
little soap, using a moistened cake for | 
the purpose. Weak ammonia water is | 
@ good application. Five per cent car-| 
bolic water is soothing, so is 1 per cent 
menthol solution in alcohol. Occa- | 
sionally a mosquito sends some strep- | 
tococci into the bite, if so, apply hot 
boric acid fomentations, or a continu- | 
ous hot saline application, and the} 
antistreptococcus serum.

Capital expenditures by the railreads | 
of the country for new equipment and | 
additions and betterments to property | 
used in connection with the transporta- | 
tion service amounted to $155,022,000 
in the first three months of the current 
year. Compared with the corresponding 
period a year ago, this was a decrease of 
$10,678,000, and it also was a decrease 
of $14,278,000 from the corresponding 
period in 1925, according to special re- 


ports filed by the Class 1 railroads with | 


the Bureau of Railway Economics made | 
public yesterday. 

Total capital authorizations as of 
April 1, this year, amount to $724,853,- 
000, compared with $821,880,000 on the 


corresponding date in 1926, and $750,- 
000,000 on a similar date two years 
ago. 

From the foregoing figures it would 
appear that capital expenditures for 
the year will approximate from $700,- 
000,000 to $750,000,000. This estimate 
for 1927 compares with actual capital 
expenditures during the last five years, 
as follows: 1922, $429,273,000; in 1923, 
$1,059,149,000; the following year, $874,- 
743,000, dropped to $748,191,000 in 1925, 
and in 1926 were $885,086,000. 

Capital expenditures made in the 
first three months in 1927 for equip- 
ment totaled $55,346,000, a decrease of 
$19,554,000, compared with the first 
quarter last year. This decrease was 
largely due to a reduction in expendi- 
tures for freight cars. 

Capital expenditures for roadway and 
structures in the first three months 
this year amounted to $99,676,000, an 
increase of $8,876,000 over the corre- 
sponding period last year.

Sharkey ruled a decided favorite 
tonight among the experts who 
have analyzed and weighed the 
chances of the two rivals. On the 
other hand, Dempsey claimed the 
support of popular opinion in an 
apparently overwhelming measure, 
as well as the backing of many 
close observers. 

Few, if any, previous big ring battles 
have developed as sharp a contrast of 
opinion. Where tonight Sharkey was 
backed strongly by a majority of news- 
paper critics and in wagers at odds 
ranging from 8 to 5 to as high as 2 to 
1, Dempsey remained the firm choice of 
the “fans in the street.” 

The experts, or rather the apparent 
majority favoring Sharkey, base their 
predictions of a victory for the rugged 
Boston sailor chiefly on his youth, 
speed and superior boxing craft. He is 
25 to Dempsey’s 32, He has been fight- 
ing frequently and rising rapidly on the 
heavyweight scale in the past year and 
a half with decisive triumphs over 
Harry Wills, Mike McTigue and Jimmy 
Maloney to his credit. Dempsey has 
fought only once in four years and 
then, last September, a losing battle. 


Dempsey, according to the expert 
minority supporting him, will win 
because he has regained his old 
knockout punch, shaken off the 
legal worries that beset him a year 
ago and whipped himself into as 
good fighting trim as it is possible 
for an athlete to acquire after a 
long layoff from actual competi- 
tion. Whatever speed has passed 
with his youth, they argue, will be 
offset by his wallop. 


Dempsey’s punching powers, his 
handlers asserted on arrival tonight, 
will not be affected by soreness which 
developed in his left arm several days 
ago and gave impetus to sensational re- 
ports of the former champion’s condi- 
tion. These reports have been a prime 
factor in the trend of opinion, as re- 
flected in the betting toward Sharkey, 
but the idea of any serious injury to 
Dempsey’s arm has been discounted by 
the energy and effectiveness of his last 
workouts. 

If Dempsey is to win, most observers 
agree, it will be yore 4 and because 
he is able to land with ‘telling enough 
effect to break through Sharkey’s de- 
fense in the first few rounds. 


If the fight goes beyond five or 
six rounds, it is generally expected 
,Sharkey’s assets in speed, stamina 
and boxing skill will be in his favor:

CHAIN BRIDGE ABUT MENT 


Ruined" 
"and Many Characteristics | DISGLOSES NEW CRAGKS 


Destroyed, Grant Says. 


Reminding Washington that the 
contemplated hydroelectric power proj- 
ect on the Potomac River, with dams 
at Great Falls and Chain Bridge, would 
change its characteristics from those 
of beauty to commercialism and in- 
terfere with great development plans, 
Lieut. Col. U. 8S. Grant 3d, executive 
officer, National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, filed formal protest 
for the commission against the project 
yesterday, with O. C. Merrill, execu- 
tive secretary of the Federal Power 
Commission, deciding body. 

Citing dangers to which the city 
might be exposed if a dam contem- 
plated by the Potomac River power 
project be bullt across the upper Po- 
tomac, and showing the project’s dis- 
astrous effect on the historical, bio- 
logical and geological value of the re- 
gion,, Lieut. Col Grant transmitted the 
following warning, after outlining pre- 
viously published details of the power 
project. 


Dams Have Failed in Past. 


“To be sure,” Lieut. Col. Grant 
states, “dams are always designed to 
be made against any foreseeable cause 
of failure and certainly the structures 
for this project will be designed and 
built by expert engineers and with 
every precaution to insure safety, but 
still dams do at times fail contrary to 
all expectations. In addition to such 
an accident, the possibility of destruc- 
tion by hostile air attack or demolition 
in time of war must be considered. 

“Since an added discharge of about 
290,000 cubic feet per second raises the 
Potomac River at Washington to about 
8 feet above mean low water, it is evi- 
dent that the sudden release from the 
Chain Bridge dam of 4,560,000,000 
cubic feet of water with a maximum 
head of 115 feet would be no less than 
a great catastrophe, emperiling the 
foundations of the Lincoln Memorial, 
the Washington Monument, such im- 
portant buildings as the Academy of 
Sctences, the Pan-American Building, 
the Arlington Memorial Bridge, and 
many lesser structures, as well as in- 
volving a great loss of life and property. 

“Another matter, which gives the 
commission concern and which from a 
purely planning standpoint indicates it 
to be inadvisable to approve this water 
power development at the very doors of 
Washington, is the change of character 
of the city that must follow throwing 
a volume of power on the market so far 
exceeding the existing demand. The 
studies heretofore made do not indi- 
cate the likelihood of developing water 
power at a cost, sufficiently below that 
of steam generated power, to justify 
the hope that any great reduction in 
cost ta the consumers will be possible, 
out they uniformly indicated that an 
amount of power considerably exceed- 
ing the present requirements must be 
generated and sold, if the project is to 
be financially feasible at all. The avail- 
ability of such a large output means 
that a market will have to be created 
for it by modern intensive selling 
methods, which can only be done by

Posting of Warning Urged 
Against Passing Over and 
Under Structure. 


REPAIRS ARE HELD COSTLY 


New cracks in the south abutment 
of Chain Bridge at the Virginia end 


were reported by the engineers of the 
District yesterday, and the suggestion 
was made to Col. William B. Ladue, by 
Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, his assistant, 
that pleasure and other craft be warned 
against passing under the bridge by 
signs displayed prominently on either 
bank above and below the structure. 

At the same time Capt. Whitehurst 
made a formal report to Col. Ladue, 
stating his conclusion to be that “it 
is not practical from either an engi- 
neering ‘standpoint or an economical 
one, to attempt any repair to the Vir- 
ginia abutment that would be short of 
entire replacement upon a stable and 
adequate foundation.”’ 

Capt. Whitehurst concluded his re- 
port with alternative recommenda- 
tions: “If the $350,000 steel structure 
already planned is to be erected, the 
faulty abutment should be permitted 
to remain standing (unless it threatens 
to fall, in which case it should be re- 
moved), but if a monumental bridge 
is to be built at greater expense either 
at the site of the present Chain Bridge 
or elsewhere, the faulty abutment 
should be replaced as early as possible, 
to make the present bridge serviceable 
for traffic until the new bridge is 
erected. 

Capt. Whitehurst reviewed the con- 
dition of the abutment as shown by 


recent surveys and summarized the sit- 


uation as follows: 

“Numerous inspections lead us to be- 
lieve that the construction of the abut- 
ment is that of a face wall of varying 
thickness with a possible maximum of 
twenty inches, the larger stones being 
doweled together at time of construc- 
tion with metal dowels approximately 
one inch in diameter. Many of the 


smaller stones not so doweled have 
islipped out and practically all of the 


joint mortar has disappeared and the 
dowels, where visible, show considerable 
rust and deterioriation. 

“The face wall was apparently con- 
structed directly on large and sloping 
boulders, the bottom course being dow- 
eled to the same. Some of these boul- 
ders have, through the action of the 
water, slipped from their original po- 
sitions and left portions of the face

PERSON UNKNOWN KILLED 
OMITH, VERDICT OF JURY 


Mrs. Garvin Not Heard at In- 
quest, Standing on Con- 
stitutional Rights. 


POLICE STILL CONFIDENT 


Failing to penetrate the veil of mys- 
tery surrounding the brutal murder of 
Charles Leon Smith in a field near 
the New York Avenue Bridge eight days 
ago, a coroner’s jury at an inquest at 
the District Morgue yesterday declared 
that Smith had died of injuries re- 
| ceived when he was “struck with a 
pecgems instrument or instruments held 

in the hand or hands of some party or 
| parties unknown to the jury at this 
| time.” 

| Mrs. Mary Agnes Garvin, who has 
told police that she led Smith to the 
field to sleep off the effects of too 
much liquor, and who was the only 
person near him when he was attacked, 
did not take the witness stand to tell 
the jury her story of the killing. Acting 
upon advice of her attorney, James 
A. O’Shea, she stood upon her consti- 
tutional rights and did not take the 
witness stand. 

Mrs. Garvin was arrested with her 
14-year-old son, William Anderson, a 
few hours after Smith died and both 
were held at the House of Detention 
on technical charges of “investigation” 
until Tuesday, when they were re- 
leased in $5,000 bond each pending a 
hearing on habeas corpus proceedings 
next Tuesday. 

Headquarters Detective Joseph Wal- 
dron testified that Mrs. Garvin had told 
him and other detectives conflicting 
tales. When questioned at Casualty 
Hospital, Mrs. Garvin said Smith and 
she had been attacked by a giant negro 
whose face she “could identify in a mil- 
lion.” Later she said, Waldron testi- 
fied, that she did not know whether 
the man was white or colored and that 
she had made other conflicting state- 
ments. 

Her son said he brought a blanket to 
the field and left before the murder. 
Dr. Joseph D. Roger:, of Casualty Hos- 
pital, said that the cuts on the wom- 
an’s abdomen, which she said were in- 
flicted by the murderer of Smith, were 
mere scratches. 

Undiscouraged by their failure thus 

| far to uncover any tangible clews, de- 
| tectives are confident that they will 
solve the murder before long. They 
| say they know the names of persons 
who can tell them who murdered 
Smith.

HELD TRAFFIC MENACE 


Trees Diseased and in Need of 
Removal, Resolution 
Declares. 


Formal protest of delay in widening 
Thirteenth street northwest, between I 
street and Massachusetts avenue, al- 
ready authorized by act of Congress, 
was voiced yesterday by the Thirteenth 
Street Business Men's Association in a 
resolution directed to the District Com- 
missioners. 

The action was taken at a meeting in 
the National University Law §chool 
Building, called by Ross P. Andrews, 
president of the association. Mr. An- 
drews will lead a delegation to the Dis- 
trict Building tomorrow morning, when 
the Commissioners will be asked to or- 
der immediate widening. 

In the resolution the busines men 
declared traffic conditions in the unwid- 
ened section of Thirteenth street a “se- 
rious’”’ menace to the traveling public. 
lovers have no 
cause for complaint, inasmuch as those 
trees now lining the section of the 
street are in a state of disease which 
would soon necessitate their removal. 


Resolution Tells of Efforts, 


The resolution reads as follows: 

“Whereas, as the result of the efforts 
of this association Congress authorized 
the widening of Thirteenth street from 
F to I streets at a cost to the property 
owners represented by this association 
of 40 per cent of the total cost of said 
widening, and it was understood that 
the widening to I street was prelimin- 
ary to the widening of the street al! 
tre way to Massachusetts ave ue 80 
as to constitute Thirteenth street an 
arterial highway to link with K street 
and Massachusetts avenue on the north 
and with Pennsylvania avenue and the 
Mall on the south, and 

“Whereas, unless this program is car- 
ried out, the net result to the property 
owners on this street is one of detri- 
ment only and a heavy loss to their 
business interests, and 

“Whereas, traffic conditions between 
Massachusetts a-enue and I street are
